GRANITE CITY — Despite 
his guilty plea, Gene Arnett said 
Thursday that he did not kill 
Nancy J: Bennett. 

“About Huck’s, I was there 
but I didn’t kill that girl. I’m 
taking a lie detector test at 1 
p.m. today that I requested to 
prove it.” 

Arnett was sentenced Aug. 31 
to spend the rest of his natural 
life in prison after he pleaded 
guilty in the beating death of 
Bennett last fall while she 
worked as a clerk in the Pontoon 
Beach Huck’s store. 

Bennett was. severely beaten 
with a tire tool and died from 
the injuries a day later. Arnett 
also pleaded guilty to armed 
robbery in the case, 

“J was there and that makes

the one who beat her. The other 

That’s what I told the 
eee when I pleaded,”’ Arnett 
said.

Beaten 
man, 24, 
paralyzed 


MADISON — A Granite City 
man was severely beaten and 
robbed early Thursday by two or 
more unidentified assailants he 
may have encountered at Ralph 
& Charlie’s Steak House, 1431 
Fourth St. 

Dennis Patterson, 24, of 2820 
Buxton Ave., is in critical condi- 
tion with atleast temporary 

ralysis at St. Louis University 
edical Center, where he was 
admitted at 11:31 a.m. Thursday, 
seven to eight hours after the 
beating. 

Patterson was-comatose when 
he was taken to the hospital by 
his brother, David. 

Patterson’s mother, Norma 
Patterson, said Dennis, who 
lives with her, called her at 4:05 
a.m. from Ralph & Charlie’s to 
tell her about the incident. A 
source close to the family said 
Norma Patterson picked up. her 
son a short time later. 

Mrs. Patterson said Dennis 
didn’t say who beat him, only 
referring to “they.” She said the 
assailants had taken her son’s. 
leather jacket, his car keys and 
his money. She believed he had 
about $100 on him Wednesday 
evening. 

Patterson was said by police 
to_be a regular customer of 
Ralph & Charlie’s. Lt. Paul Bar- 
giel said Friday that police had 
not determined whether the inci- 
dent happened in the restaurant, 
outside, or someplace else. 

Bargiel said the restaurant’s 
proprietor said he_couldn’t 
remember seeing Patterson 
Wednesday evening or Thursday 
morning. Patterson’s car was 
found on the parking lot. 

Patterson’s mother said she 
had been told that the bartender 
on duty had seen somebody 
arguing with her son, who she 
said is barely 5 feet, 2 inches 
tall and slightly built. 

Police could not find the bar- 
tender as of Friday. 

Patterson’s brother was quot- 
ed as saying Patterson passed 
out after complaining about 
numbness in his limbs minutes 
before arriving at the hospital.

KGB intelligence officer.’’ 


The defector said there is no 
way to determine exactly how 
many members of the Russian 
Orthodox Church’s hierarchy are 
associated with the KGB today, 
but added: ‘There is little doubt 
that the KGB controls the impor- 
tant activities of the church.” 
Despite all the propaganda about 
an end to suppression of religion, 
said Orlov, ‘‘The church is not 
an independent body by any 
stretch of the imagination. In 
fact, one of the tragedies of this 
situation is that millions of hon- 
est Christians in the Soviet 
Union cannot be sure to whom 
they are confessing.” 


Orlov said the dilemma con- 
fronting the Gorbachev regime 
is how to control the Soviet 
church without appearing to vio- 
late the human rights of its 
members. Accomplishing this 
“tricky task,” he said, -actually 
began immediately after the 1917

Pontoon Beach officials to

PONTOON BEACH — Village 
Officials are scheduled to inspect 
conditions at a mobile home 
park on Division Street and a 
decision is expected soon on 
whether the park should remain 
in operation. 

Mayor Glen Wilson asked Vil- 
lage Attorney Keith Jensen to 
accompany him on an inspection 
survey of the park after a com- 
plaint was received by authori- 
ties. 

“They are taking older trailers 
from Kaseberg Lane and movin; 
them to the mobile home pa 
on Division Street,’’ Trustee Lou- 
is Whitsell said. A village resi- 
dent called him and complained 
about the movement of older 
homes into the Division Street 
park, he said. 

The older model trailers 
reportédly. are being moved 
from a mobile home park being 
redeveloped and expanded on 
Quality Sand property, located 
east of: Illinois 111 off Kaseberg 
_Lane, one official said. 

“We revoked the (Division 
Street park's) license and Weod- 
pohl (the owner) gave us all 
sorts of promises. I believe he’s 
lost his interest (in the park) 
and now no one is responsible,”’ 
‘Jensen said. 

Conditions are worse now than 
before, Whitsell said. 

Since the same problems exist 
now as a year ago, Jensen sgid 
a report indicating prese! n- 
ditions at the park is needed 
before final action is taken. 

“We probably could cite every: 

I think we may 
have to shut it down,” Jensen 
said.

; The summer movie season, 
traditionally between Memorial 
Day and Labor Day, is when 
Hollywood always releases the 
hest and the most of its product. 
* This is a period when, in .addi- 
tion to the normal. adult movie- 
going populace, more school-age 
teens and young adults are going 
to the movies than at any other 


time. 

* The summer movie season of 
3988 was a boom period, with 
box-office receipts up 35 percent 
dver the same period in 1987. 
Between Jan. 1 and Sept. 1, 
industry analysts report, movie 
attendance in the United States 
was-.10.4 percent ahead of the 
same period last year. 

While it is rare to release a 
film that tops the $100 million 
mark, at any time of the year, 
this summer saw the appearance 
of no fewer than three $100 mil- 


lion hits. 
- The three are “Who Framed 
Roger. Rabbit?,’’ “‘Coming To 


America” and ‘‘Crocodile Dun- 
dee Il.” (The Tom Hanks sum- 
mer hit, “Big,” presently is -at 
$95 million and should pass the 
$100 million mark within the 
next three weeks.) 

. “Rabbit” now is.over the $130 
million mark and will be the big- 
gest box-office success of 1988.

Big crisis faces children 
families in today’s society

SA lot of big ple are il 
more attention. to mall 
details” these days. Historians, 
politicians, government officials 
‘and cultural institutions are join- 
ing. the traditional child advo- 
‘cates — parents, teachers, doc- 
tors,’ psychologists and social 
workers — in focusing on the 
importance of America’s chil- 
dren. 

“The crisis facing children 
and families today is perhaps 
the biggest crisis in our histo- 

.”’ Une Bronfenbrenner says. 

ronfenbrenner, an architect of 
Operation Head Start, professor 
‘emeritus at Cornell University, 
scholar of child development and 
father of six, has been concerned 
with and about the American 
family for 40 years. 


“What are the three greatest 
and most consequential changes 
in” American life in recent 
years?” he challenged his audi- 
ence at a Smithsonian Institution 
Resident Associate Program lec- 
ture. The “students,” with help 
from the professor, eventually 
got all three: working mothers 
and fathers, single parents and, 
“most consequential’ of all, 
increased levels of poverty, 
According to Bronfenbrenner, 
“One quarter’ of our nation’s 
children under 6 now live below 
the federally established payerty 
line.” 


Bronfenbrenner . enumerates 
some of the other problems fac- 
ing America’s children: ‘‘Our 
divorce rate is the highest in the 
world. Teen-age regnancy, 
infant mortality, child abuse, 
drug abuse and youth suicides 
continue to rise at alarming 
rates. We're one of the last in 
academic excellence among 
modern nations.” 

“Add to these grim statistics 
those from other recent studies: 
schools too ‘‘unprepared and 
overwhelmed’’ to meet the needs 
ofthe 2 million plus, mainly 
Asian and Hispanic immigrant 
students; lack of medical care 
for 7 million children; lack of 
child care for about 7 million 
children 13 years and under, and 
500,000 homeless children. 

“Why does the United States 
with its bounty have problems of 
this magnitude affecting its chil- 
dren?” Bronfenbrenner answers 
a question with a question: 
‘Who looks at kids?’ 

For one, historians do. In 
recent years, the history of 
childhood has come of age and 
is, as one scholar put it, ‘‘part of 
the cutting edge of American 
historical scholarship.”’ 


Have Babies Really Come a 
Long Way? 

At least, beyond infancy, chil- 
dren are. living longer.. Accord- 
ing to one estimate, half of all 
Puritan New England children in 

. the 17th century died before they 
were 10 years old. In the South, 
Colonial children had an even 
higher death rate. Most histori- 
ans of childhood in America 
stress. the high mortality rate of 
children well into the 19th centu- 
ry. Smallpox (before vaccine 
was available in 1800), digestive 
tract diseases, malaria, tubercu- 
losis and infection were all child 
killers. Then as now, accidents 
took their toll, as children fell 
into wells and set their clothes 
afire with candles. Cures like 
opium, ant eggs and onion juice 
and live frogs tied in muslin 
bags around the patients’ necks 
were often lethal. Diets of fatty 
foods and alcoholic potions didn’t 
help either. 


William P. Dewees, the first 
American doctor to write about 
childhood illnesses in “A Trea- 
tise on the Physical and Medical 
Treatment of Children (1825),”" 
was brash enough to suggest 
that father might help with the 
baby but knew he would. feel dis- 
graced. 

Father was the undisputed 
head of the household in the 
family villages of preindustrial 
America. In Puritan New 
England, children. were to be 
silent unless spoken to. Good 
table manners were a must: 
“Stuff not thy mouth so as to fill 
thy cheeks.’’ Several New 
England Colonies had ‘‘stubborn 
child’? laws’ — never 
enforced — calling for the death 
penalty of a “‘stubborn or rebel- 
Hous son.’” 

Disciplining and educating a 
child in the right conduct was 
crucial for a Puritan parent, for 
although there were no guaran- 
tees, a child might thus be saved 
from the ‘‘Unquenchable Flames 
of Hell’’ to which the Puritan 
faith of .Calvinism. relegated 
even infants, who were damned 
- wept, her father wrote in his'di 
ry, when she heard biblica 
stories about hellfire. 

From early childhood, Puritan 
children’shared the same experi- 
ences as the adults in the fami 


to-birth. Little Betty Sewall

“Features — ae 
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ly. They attended funerals, 
watched executions and rea 

ly explicit works like the 
poem about the corrupt behavior 
of Lot. Children were_an integral 
part of the family economic unit 
as well, feeding chickens.and 
winding spools as toddlers. By 6 
or 7, a girl could sew, knit, 
spin and ‘a boy knew 
the farming arts. 

Life was easier for youngsters 
in the more id-oriented Mid- 
dle and Southern Colonies. Dutch 
and English Colonial boys and 

irls celebrated holidays with 
fairs featuring toy booths, pup- 
pet shows and plays. A 1739 
description of a young New 
Yorker’s life: ‘“The young lady’s 
days are ‘passed in receiving and 
paying visits; her nights at balls 
and masquerades, or at cards 
and dice.”” The young lady was 
10-years-old. 


Young slave children had no 
such advantages. According to a 
contemporary source, they 
“were left, during a great c- 
tion of the day, on the ground at 
the doors of their own huts to 
their own si les and efforts.”” 
Boys and girls began field work 
between the ages of 7 and 10. 
Historian David K. Wiggins 
points out, however, that for the 
yor there was time for play. 
AS ildren will, they engaged in 
“make-believe” and imitated the 
world their’ parents and other 
adults inhabited, conducting 
slave auctions and funerals. 


The Picture Changes for Chil- 
dren 

Life likely did not change for 
slave children until emancipa- 
tion, but the picture began to 
change earlier for New England 
children. The relatively few fam- 
ily portraits in the early 18th 
century usually depicted an aloof 
patriarch and stiffly posed and 
serious mother and children. 
traits 
by some of America’s finest art- 
ists depicted affectionate fami- 
lies with children at the center 
of attention. 

Hardworking Quaker and Puri- 
tan families began to soften 
their attitudes toward theis chil- 
dren. Help came from an unex- 
Rested quarter as well — two 

juropean philosophers. John 
Locke’s view that children’s 
“slates” were clean at birth, 
awaiting only proper guidance, 
and Jean Jacques Rousseau’s 
vision of childhood innocence 
took hold in America. 


“Let air child before going 
to bed-hold a court of revel- 
ry...devoted to romp, to dance, 
to shout, to sing, to riot and to 
play” urged a widely used 19th- 
century pediatric manual.. Chil- 


drearing manuals were in heavy 
use as the Victorian era dawned. 
The mid-19th century saw fam- 





ilies beginning to move to the 
cities where new industries 
flourished and where the father 
was employed. The mother 
became the reigning moral force 
in these middle-class homes, 
protecting the innocent in a dirty 
and dangerous city. 

Even school could be danger- 
ous. By 1860, more than half of 
the nation’s children were get- 
ting some formal education. But 
an 1859 article in Atlantic maga- 
zine reported one child had died 
“insane from overwork and rav- 
ing of algebra.’”’ At home, young 
girls could learn the social 
graces over tiny tea sets and 
miniature furniture made just 
for them. 


Saving the Children 

Other little girls in the city 
learned that if they dozed over. 
their work in the sweatshop, cold 
water would be dashed in their 
faces to awaken them. Their 
days went from 5:30 a.m. to 5:30 
.m. without a break. Lewis 

ine, the ‘‘conscience with a 
camera” who recorded youn; 
American workers, began wii 
other reformers to fight for child 
labor laws. ‘ 

The Progressive Movement at 
the turn of the 20th century 
focused on banishing ‘‘chaos’’ 
and “criminality” from the cit- 
ies. By 1920, child labor was 
reduced, and compulsory educa- 
tion was a reality in the North- 
east. 

Public schools, Kindergartens 
and playgrounds got chil off 
the streets; they also separated 
youngsters from their. families 
ahd from each ey wee 
schools were segrega yy race 
and often by ethnicity. Instant 





Americanization was 2 » and 
many immigrant children felt 
alienated and terrified. Author 


Jade Snow Wong recalled that 
her father advised her that if 
she “said nothing, no one would 
think I was stupid.” 
The Progressive Era also saw

ap Fire Girls 
ts (1910) and 
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the Girl Scouts (1912) stressed 
the verities such as honesty. 
“Dear. Chief," a young Boy 
Scout wrote in 1911, “‘Enclosed 
please find my Buckskin Badges 
I have returned jt on account of” 
eating some candy.”” 

“Child-saving” was performed 
before the Depression by the pri- 
vate sector and by local govern- 
ment. An exception was the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau created in 1912 by 
President William Howard Taft. 
It relentlessly gathered \heart- 
breaking data: New boys in the 
coal mines were called “‘red 
tops’” because their fingers bled 
constantly: Children 6-15 years 
old often worked. 14-hour days in 
the heat weeding beets. The 
Bureau’s work resulted-in the 
inclusion of a national minimum 
standard for’child labor in 1938’s 
Fair Labor Standards Act. 


















For migrant workers like Ces- 
ar Chavez in the 1930's, the 
national -minimum standard 
didn’t mean much. From the 
first to the eighth grade, the boy 
followed the crops with his par- 
ents_andwas in 37 different 
schools. Restaurants in the Cali- 
fornia farming communities 
would not serve the family 
because they ‘didn’t sell to Mex- 
icans,’” as a waitress once 
informed them. The adult civil 
rights leader remembers, “It 
stayed with us.” 

























Millions of American children 
who grew up in it would never 
forget the Great Depression. But 
despite hardship, a distinct child 
life emerged in America in the 
1930s. As radios, comic books 
and movie houses proliferated, 
the world of the young expanded 
beyond their backyards. Kids 
and their friends could relate to 
Superman, the Lone Ranger and 
Shirley Temple. After the war, 
television came into their lives 
and they learned such new mys- 
teries of adult life as consumer- 
ism. 

Boom! 

During the Depression, the 
WWII years and yond, there ~ 
was ever erator public recogni- 
tion of and government involve- 
ment in meeting the needs of 
children. Suddenly there were so 
many of them. The twar gen- 
eration influenced American 
society profoundly. 









Children like 6-year-old Ruby 
in New Orleans braved mobs 
daily just to attend school, after 
the historic Supreme Court deci- 
sion in 1954 outlawing segrega- 
tion in public schools. In the 
1960s and 70s, America's young 
were in the front ranks of Civil 
Rights marches and protests 
against the war in Vietnam. 

Even their music changed 
things. In 1951, Alan Freed, a 
Cleveland disc jockey, renamed 
black “rhythm and bilues’’ music 
‘rock-and-roll’? — the street 
euphemisms for dancing and 
sex. Rock-and-roll became a 
giant industry and.a way of life 
for the nation’s youth. 

Who’s Minding the Children? 

The flower children of the.’60s 
sang and rocked and waited for 
something to turn up. For many 
of them something has — chil- 
dren of their own. Singing and 
rocking have taken on new 
meanings. But Baby Boomers, it 
seems, have also created the 
“Baby Bust.” A steadily declin- 
ing birth rate has resulted in the 
smallest American family in his- 
tory, according to a new census 
report. 


“Our most overriding goal is 
to strengthen families,’’ Dodie 
Borup says. Borup, U.S. Com- 
missioner for Children, Youth 
and Families, is chief of the 
Children’s Bureau and the top 
administrator of Operation Head 
Start. Head Start’s main thrusts 
are pre-school education for chil- 


dren in what Borup calls “‘at 
risk’? families and parenting 
education. 


About 65 percent of mothers 
with school-age children now 
work outside the home, accord- 
ing to Yale’s Bush Center in 
Child Development and Social 
Policy. ‘Today, fewer than one 
in 10 American families has the 
luxury of having mother home 
with the children while father is 
working,” Sen. Christopher Dodd 
(D-Conn.) recently noted. Dodd 
and others have introduced child 
care bills that are now before 
Congress. 

On-site child care is proliferat- 
ing in government and cultural 
institutions. Barbara Leonard, 
director of the General Services 
‘Administration Child, Care Pro- 
gram, reports that, in Septem- 
ber, 25 on-site child care centers / 
will join the 12 already in feder- 
al buildings around the country.
